Starter for the Present,

Prince Henry arrived at Pekin May 13,
15898, His vislt to the young emperor and
the old empress weore epoch mnking. Baron
Heyting, then German minlster, insisted
that his imperial majesty, the emoeror,
should return the prince’s call by going to
the German legatton. This detmand infurl-
ated the dowager empress and was at once
aeen to have been n diplomatic error of the
pravest Kind, Intensifing the court move-
ment agulost all forelgners, which has cul«
minated in the terrible events of the |ast
month.

As & naval commander In the east, Prince
Henry  suceeeded Admiral von  Diedrichs,
who had the unpleasant controversy wilh
then Commodare Dewey. The prince landed
all the marines from the fAect at Shanghal
and bheld a review. During the summer and
fall of 1898 he Aid many acts that incensed
the Chinese agninst the forelgners, He was
frank in his expression of hope that the
kalser would acquire and retaln a foothold
in China. lmmedintely after the vislt of
Prince Henry of Prussin to "eékin China be-
wnn buying guns, ammunition and small
arms. Within & month ghe was receiving
war materinl by the shipload. She has
armed as secretly as dld the Boers of South
Africa. China thought herself capable of
fighting the civilized world.

FRANCE'S REPLY TO CHINA

Tonditions that Must Be Falfllled Ne-
fore Government Meddntes
with Other Powers,

PARIS, July 21.—At the eouncil of min-
ieters todmny the minister of foreign uflairs,
M. Dwlewsse, read a telegramn from the em-
peror of Chinn asking the medistion of
France with the foreign powers. The fele-
gram was slgned by Kwang-Su and not by
Pub-Chan, the son of Prinee Toan, The
reply given by M. Delcasse was that the re-
quest would be considered only upon abso-
lute knowledge that the following acts had

been wecomplished

First—That eMeaclous protection and
freedom of communieation hnd heen assured
hetween the French minister at Pekin and
hin colloagues of the diplomatie corps and
ﬂ'll'lr reapective goveraments,

Zecond—When Prince Tuan and the hlgh
functionaries responnible for the actual
evonts had been dismiesed by the govern-
ment to await inevitable punishment.

Third—When the authorities and bodles
of troopa throughout the entire empire ahall
have recelved an order (o cease hostliltles
against forelgners

Fourth—When measures have been taken
for the rigorous repression of the Boxers.

So long as these nocessary guaranieos are
not furnlehed there Is room only for mlll-
tary actlon,

M. Delcasss notified the cablinet that all
the powers had responded favorably to the
proposition to prevent the exportation of
arms to China.

The edict which, la stated above, in dated
Pekin, July 18, was transmitted by the vice-
roy of Nankin under date of today and is as
followe

“For a month past, with the exception
of the German minister, who was asss-
sinated by rebels, who are under apprehen-
slon of gevare punishment, we have ordered
all foreign ministers well protecited by the
court, and, bapplly, they are sate and
sound.”

POWERS' TRIAL DRAGS ON

Sennationnl Trllrm_u_'ny Given Agniust
Man Charged With Goehel's
Murder,

GEORCETOWN, Ky., July 21.—The sec-
ond week of the trial of Secretary of State
Caleb Powers, charged with belng an ac-
complice In the assassination of Governor
Goebel, closed this afterncon with only
thirty-two witnesses heard. 1t probably will
take all of next week to hear other witnesses
of the prosecution. Robert Noakes, who
gave such seosational testimony regarding
Caleb and John Powers yesterday, did not
finish his testimony today. He will be re-
called on Monday.

Ed Steffee, A messenger bov, gave the
most imodrtant testimony (hils afternoon.
He saw the assassination and says he saw
the point of a rifle protruding from a win-
dow of Secretary of State Powers' office,
the window being raised about elghteen
inches and the curtains down.

Robert Noaks, whose testimony In the
Powers case began yesterday, was cross-ex-
amined by Judge Tinkley today. He sald he
wis decelved Into a talk with Colonel Camp-
bell at Big Stone Gap, Va., prior to his ar-
rest, where the latter met him as Mr. Kra-
mar, Interested In mining, The conversa-
tlon led into politics and to the Goebel as-
sassination. Later he found he was tulkiog
to the attorney for the prosecution.
